There is uothiii". that 
adds more spice to this prosiac old 
world than the insane actions of 
that ever present species variously 
known as kicker, grouch, knocker, 
etc. 

However, we will not quit with- 
out sending the Items we have on 

hand. But SUb-SgentS and corre- 
spondents are hereby notified thai 
the Indiana agency, so far as it con- 
cerns us, is dead. 

The following is taken from the 
Indianapolis Ni'-irs : — 

" A car on the Knshville traction 
line ran down Kmnia Flva Baldwin, 
a deaf-mule, twenty seven years 
old, about a mile from her home on 
Churchman pike, at '.» o'clock yes- 
terday morning, killing her instant- 
ly. The woman was walking on 
the track Motorman A L. Slew- 
art, who was in charge of the car, 
said he whistled several times and 
rang his gonK t<> warn the woman, 
and that he realized she was deal 
too late to prevent running her 
down The woman was terribly 
bruised. Passengers from the car 
hurried to her assistance, but she 
was dead before they reached her. 

" Deputy Coroner Knox was un- 
to obtain the names of any 
witnesses to the accident, except 

motor man Stewart, who toll the 
officer the circumstances of the 
ease. 

"Miss Baldwin was on her way 

to church when the accident oelir- 
red and had hei Bible under her 
arm She was not only deaf and 
dumb, but also had only one arm, 
the other having been lost in an 
accident some time ago. She had 
been accustomed to walking to 
church and usually chose the one 
of the double Hacks on which cars 
would approach from the direction 
opposite to that which she w-i 
ing. At the place where the aool 

dent occurred one of the tracks had 
been' torn up and the woman was 
Compelled to walk on the other one. 
"James Baldwin, a brother of 
the woman, was killed last March 
lie was injured in a l una way at the 

Capitol Lumber Company's plant 

and died ol his wounds. Mrs. 

Baldwin, his wife, accidentally or 
Intentionally, it wss never deter- 
mined, took an overdose of poison 
the day when he was to be buried 
ami also died. The aged parents 
of Baldwin and his sister, who was 
killed yesterday, are left childless 
by the second tragedy.

From the first the founders of our Asso- 
ciation have never been satisfied as to its 
composition and character. All felt that 
it was more of a local and leas of a nation- 
alization, that its conventions were 
i more than they should be, by the 
soil on which they were held. 

But while they thus felt that sotn 
was wanting, no remedy was offered 
preseri! I in its 

report, ventures to present what it believes 
will be i or the problem. Altera- 

tions and improvements in phraseology 
and other such minor considerations will 
suggest themselves, but the fundamental 
idea of making the Association a great 
national federation of State associations, 
instead of a fluctuating union of indivi- 
duals should be preserved. 

The convention here assembled has 
it within its j>ower to transform the Asso- 
ciation from the bantling that it has so far 
been, to a giant possessed of virile vigor, 
and the ability to dare and accomplish 
things worthy of a national organization.

No matter how 

kindly disposed the bearing men 

are, "we do not lit in," as some 

one expressed it some years ago. 

Even if there are several Craters 
abb- and willing to Interpret all that 
goes on, they tire, eventually, and 

it's only natural. 

To be sure, there's a good deal of 
solid satisfaction in breaking into 
prohibited ranks, but most of the 
glory ends in having done it. I 

was given more than my share of 
Committee work, and was glad of 
the chance tO be of service, and yet 
by reason of my deafness I could 

never hold an Important office, and 

there wai the eternal prospect of 
always hobbling along. 

Few people oate to hobble along, 

energetic deaf people least of all. 
I have been wilh deaf people- in 

organizations to which they belong- 
ed. Their experience was pi 
lically the s line as mine. It rang- 
ed all the way from a swell college 
club here in New York, to the Y. 
M. C. A , and the routine never 
varies. The deaf man never feels 
entirely at home; it is utterly with- 
out reason thai he ever will. 

The deaf man is* just human 
enough to want to be on a par with 

the people with whom he associates, 
lie nots only wants to talk, but he 

wants to be talked to. This is the 

secret <>f it all. 
Being talked to, doesn't consist In 

having lead-pencil and tablet talks 
with hearing people This wearies. 

And being talked to by one in- 
expert in manual spelling, gels I 
some and palls.

of enlightenment In certain quarters 

is shown by the report of a com- 
mittee of Trustees of the Georgia 
Institution, part of which rends as 
follows: "The Whole case between 
the two methods, si^n and oral, may 
be summed up by the simple ques- 
tion as to whether it is better to 
teach a child language that can be 

understood by those among whom 
it must live, or to teach it foreign 
language. The latter is what is be- 
ing done by all institutions that 
teach only the sif;u language to 
deaf children." As pointed out by 
the Colorado Index — "I' there Is a 
School In the United States teaching 

'only the siurn language' to deaf 
children, we do nol know of it." 
Hut have the Trustees aforesaid 

seen any of these corrections ? Pro 
bably not. On teaming the names 
of the Trustees the chaiiman sent 
them some of the circulars on hand, 
though not exactly covering the 
Case. If some of the especially pre- 
pared literature were available, it 
would be a simple matter to send a 
copy to each Of th* Trustees in 

question, and they might see thtngs 

in a new light. The same litera- 
ture if sent to the Trustees and 
parents of pupils in schools having 
oral leanings, would doubtless pio- 
duce good results. 

According to report, the Superin- 
tendent ol the Ml. Airy School has 
been traveling about the State ex- 
hibiting some of his pupils and ex- 
plaining the mclhodsof insi I net i<jn 
Presumably the beauties of the oral 
method as exemplified by a few 
show pupils have been exploited. 
If (re could bring home to parents 
and the public the results of this 
same oral method and the opinion 
of many of those taught by it sftei 
reaching mature years, it is nol un- 
likely that even the Ml. Airv School 
might be brought hack lo the com 
bined system. If parents fully 
realized what I heir children lose by 
btdug deprived of the siiiu Ian 
guagf, nol a few would lise and 
demand that, It tie taught, with p«0- 
per restrictions, even in oral 
schools.

Teaching English by gestures 
a new featuie in public school work 
that is not down in the list 
stud: 

The "system" came with t lit* 
Russian colony, ten months a, 
and now many a child that m-\ 
hoard English until he landed 
Ellis Island, and never tried to - 
an English word until a f e v 
ago, reads anil writes English well, 
though not fluently, and stands 
a monument to the boned! of in- 
dividual training. 

The Utah and Amelia S 
schools have the education of most 
of the Russians, the Chinese who 
attend public school, the Mexicans 
and a few Spanish. The little 
Russians are a bright lot of In 
and t>it'ls, and add a picturesque 
appearance to the foreign rooms. 

When a child can talk English 
its work in the primary room is 
little. But when the child must 
taught every word and letter and 
accent he cart not ^<> into the high- 
er rooms until the mastery is com- 
plete. 

Thus teaching English to foreign- 
ers fails to the primary teacher. 

It is an interesting sight in the 
foreign rooms. There little Bonita, 
with her shiny black braids and 
soft Spanish eyes, sits beside along, 
eyed Japanese, and opposite Ivan 
ami Katva from Ihe Russian 
colony. Bonita is gay in her reds, 
while the Russian tots look like 
liguies from pictures of the p 
santry of Europe.

It is proposed to create a memoi ial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf- Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and beacenter 
igious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
fire feet in depth. It will be three 
in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about 130,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
